Any person may hunt or kill any 
game during the open season, when it 
is lawful to kill game, in the county of 
his residence, or in the counties adjoin­ 
ing the county of his residence, or on 
land owned or controlled by him, with­ 
out procuring a hunter’s license; but 
they must not hunt beyond the boun­ 
daries of their adjoining counties with­ 
out a hunting license, said hunting li­ 
cense must be carried on the person 
when hunting.
